York and Boston Steamers, Dangerous Obstacles 
Along the Coast, Storms in the North Atlantic, 
Forecast for December, Review of November, etc. 

In the British Navy during the quarter ending 
September last two lieutenants, one captain (R. M. 


L. L.,) two surgeons, one chief engineer, two gun-_ 


ners, 81x boatswains, and one senior mate of the 
coast guard have been tried by court-martial. It is 
to be noted that 13 of that number bave been put on 
trial in consequence of making too free with intox- 
icating liquors. 

A DESPATCH from Valparaiso says : The cabled re- 
sume of the report of Secretary Tracy regarding the 
killing of the Baltimore’s eailors bas crested a sen- 
sation here, and is looked upon as indicating that 
the American Government intends to pursue the 
claim for apology and indemnity. The message of 
the American President is awaited. Americans here 
are higbly pleased with Trracy’s report. The Chil- 
jans show DO disposition to insult Americans. 


Tne departure ofj the Baltimore from Valparaiso 
for San neisco has been delayed on account of 
the investigation being made by the Chilian author- 
ities of the assault on her sailors. The intention was 
to have come North immediately upon the arrival 
of the Yorktown at Valparaiso, but orders to that 
effect bave been delayed because some of the sailors 
bave not yet given their testimony. The prospects 
of ber cfficers and men eating their Christmas din- 
ner in home watere are decidedly slim. 


We have several letters on the subject of the 
Phytbian Naval Board on band, and shall publish 
all we receive. Thesubject 1s most important and 
should be thoroughiy discussed by naval officers. 
Every commupication adds its quota to the forma- 
tion of = opinion in end out of the Navy. It is 
too obvious to be questioned that something must be 
done for the J ee ae of the Navy, and whatever 
the changes decided upon, they should be made at 
once that we may have the full benefit of them in 
reconstructing our Navy. 


Tue Squadron of Evolution, comprising the Chi- 
cago, Atlanta and Bennington, are now en route to 
the South Atlantic station, the two vessels firet 
pamed having ealled from Fort Monroe on Dec. 9, 
and the latter on the following day. The orders 
under which they are proceeding southward direct 
Acting Rear Admiral Walker to assume temporary 
command of the South Atlantic station upon his ar- 
rival witbin the limit of the station. His arrival 
there will end the career of the Squadron of Evola- 
tion, for although it is not expected that Acting 
Rear Admiral Walker will remain in Southern 
waters for many wonths, the White uadron will 
probably pot be re established upon his return to 
the United States.

At Jquique 
they kept five miles out to sea and nota sbell fell 
in thetown. He never saw such poor gunnery be- 
fore. At 2,000 yards he saw the Cochrane keep up a 
fire and not a shell struck the fort—which, by the 
way, is avery extensive work and offers a large 
target. When the four Congressional vessels were 
firing at Fort Callao the fort was struck half a dozen 
times only out of over 300 shots.”

AN INTERNATIONAL EPISODE. 


Tu N. Y. Times tells this story : 

tangio Maieatynsbip Prladen, attached fo the Be 

anpic Ma ~ at to the Brit- 
ish North Atlantic fquadrou, a vessel of about the 
same size as our own Kearsarge, came into New 
York Harbor and cast anchor. 

“ After the 1D official calls bad been made 
by ber commanding officer on the United States 
military and naval authorities, a delegation of Army 
officers, gayly apparelled, went off to the to 
call upon her ca n and officers. They were cour- 
teously received, and, with high opivions of the 
politeness of their British cousins, returned to 
post at Governer’s island. The next day passed, and 
tbe next, and still another, and there was no sign of 
the appearaace of a British delegation to return the 
call. Fioally the Pylades sailed away, and the call 
was uureturned. 

“The action of the Britishers was discourteous 
and rude in the extreme, and the Americans deter- 
wined to resent it. A report. of the circumstances 
was drawn up and Guly signet by the officers con- 
cerned. It was to the General then in 
command at Governor's island, and was by him 
sent to the War Department. Thence it went with 
accumulated evidence affixed to the Secretary o 
State, and was by him forwarded to the British 
Minister bere and then to the Admiralty at London. 

“The Naval Lords were astonished, and they aruse 
and s-t down very hard upon the captain of the 
Pylades, and all the way back through the lines of 
the tape that is red to the British Minister at Wasb- 
ington, to the Departments of State and War, and 
so on to the indignant officers at Governor's 
they sent a message of apology for the rudeness of 
their officers and promise of reparation.

THIs week’s despatches from China settle the 
point we mentioned last week as to the armament 
of the rebels. Some of the Imperial troops in Man- 
churia deserted and formed a part of the insurgent 
force. Probably the arms of these deserters were 
about all the rebels had of effective weapons. The 
scene of the gonflict is fixed definitely, and it is not 
in Mongolia, but in Manchuria, near the boundary 
of these two divisions of the Empire. The battle 
took place near Uhao Yang, a town near the head 
of the Gulf of Liantung. All the other localities 
mentioned in the late despatches seem to be in Man- 
churia. At first there was great doubt, for Jeho, 
near which place the massacre of nuns is said to 
have taken place, is the name of the Capital of 
Eastern Mongolia. Jeho means Hot Spring, and 
several localities, beth in Mongolia and Manchuria, 
bear chis name. There are nuns in Manchuria but 
none in Mongolia, and all these facts confirm the 
information we gave last weck in locating the new 
rebellion in the Shing King province. An excellent 
account of the battle has been telegraphed, which 
depicts a struggle fought entirely ‘‘in foreign style,’ 
at least on the part of the Imperial troops. Such 
official reports are to be received with extreme 
caution. 


WE are informed that there has been sucha 
pressure for assignment to the post of Fort Myer 
that it has been substantially decided to postpone 
any selection until next spring. The idea of detail- 
ing an Indian troop to this section has, as we stated 
last week, been abandoned for the present, but it is 
quite probable that one will be selected later on, 
as there is a desire to show our members of Con- 
gress what excellent soldiers the Indian recruits 


are making.

‘EFFICIENCY Reports” will be in order again early 
next month, as the War Department desires to have 
on hand for any emergency a careful resume of the 
physical and professional condition of each and 
every officer of the Army. 





In connection with our article of last week on the 
pew Drill Regulations, it may be well to say that 
the new infantry drill for the Navy is the Army 
drill modified in a few details to meet the require. 
ments of naval brigades. The tactical movements 
are those laid down in the new Army drill. The 
same statement applies to features embracing the 
* manual,” “ the School of the Soldier,” the ** Com- 
pany,” and the “ Battalion.’’ The battle formation, 
the fire work and skirmish drill are all features of 
the new Army text-book. This being the case, the 
recent successful working of the battalion of cadets 
at Annapclis in the new tactics should be of general 
interest to military men. The Navy drill has had 
introduced into it many features and exercises not 
possessed by the new Army drill. The Board, of 
which Commander Charles M. Thomas was presi- 
dent, adopted a special setting-up exercise, a new 
bayonet drill, and a street riot formation. The 
adoption of these new features has not, however, 
affected the general workings of the drill itself. So 
far as can be observed from the work of the Naval 
Academy battalion, the new drill has everything to 
commend it. As was stated last week in these 
columns, whatever changes were made will be 
changes in phraseology, tending to remove al 
ambiguity of meaning. Such changes will appear 
in special orders, making it mandatory to take up 
the “trail” from an “ order” at the order “march,” 
and various other details of kindred nature. For 
mobility of action, freedom of movement, and gen- 
eral practicability, the new drill, whether intended 
for land or naval forces, supplies a long-felt want: 








THE resiguation of Secretary of War Proctor, 
which is dated Nov. 3, has been formally accepted.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


TuE optimists who hold that we need no naval or 
military establishments would do well to read the 
report of the Secretary of the Navy, and the remarks 
in the President’s message on foreign affairs. These 
show that within the past year differences huve 
arisen between us and at least four foreign powers, 
Great Britain, Italy, Spain and Chili. The differ- 
ences concerning the Bering Sea fisheries are to be 
referred to arbitration, and our course with refer- 
ence to Italy's complaints of a violation of inter-— 
national obligations promises to bring about a good 
understanding with the noble nation towards whom 
we entertain only septiments of friendship and good 
will. The proverbial procrastination of Spain in 


- granting redress for grievances bas led to some ur- 


gency on our part with reference to the fulfilment 
~ ber obligations touching the rights of American 
citizens. 

Witb Chili our difference is more serious, because 
the attitude of her Government and people toward 
us bas beep, and apparently still is,a hostile one. 
President Harrisou tells the familiar story of our 
grievances, and makes a significant suggestion as to 
the vourse our Goverament proposes to follow with 
reference to Chili. He says: 

I am guite sure that President Montt, wno bas, under 
circumstances of promise for the of Chili, been in- 
stalled as President of that Republic, will not desire that, 
in the unfortunate event of any revolt against bis author- 
ity, the policy of this Government should be otber than 
that which we bave recentiy observed. No official com- 
plaint of the conduct of our miaister or of our naval offi- 
cers during the struggle bas been presented to this Govern- 
ment; and it isa matter of regret thatso many of our own 
people should have given ear to unofficial charges and com- 
plaints that munifestiy bad their origin in rival interests 
ong a See to pervert the relations of the United States 
ap " 

It is believed that the Government of Chili is not in a po- 
sition, in view of the precedents with which it has been con- 
nected, to broadly deny the right of asylum, and the corre- 
spondence thus far bas not presented any such denial. The 
treatment of our Minister for a time was such as to call for 
a decided protest, and it was very gratifying to observe that 
uofriendly measures, which were undoubtedly the result of 
the prevailing excitement, were at once rescinded or suit- 
ably relaxed. 

After describing the attack upon the sailors of 
the U. 8. 8S. Baltimore, the President says: 

So far as I bave yet been able to learn no other explana- 
tion of this bloody work has been suggested than that it had 
its origin in hostility to these men as sailors ofethe United 
States, wearing the uniform of their Government, and not 
in any individual act or personal animosity. The attention 
of the Chilian Government was at once called to this affair, 
and a statement of the facts obtained by the investigation 
we bad conducted was submitted, accompanied by a request 
to be advised of any otber or qualifying facts in the posses- 
sion of the Chilian Government that might tend to relieve 
this affeir of the appearance of an insult to this Govern 
ment. The Chilian Government was also advised that if 
such qualifying facts did not exist, this Government would 
confidently expect full and prompt reparation. 

It is to be regretted that the reply of the Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs of the Provisional Government was couched 
in ap Offensive tone. Tothis no response has been made, 
This Government is now awaiting the result of an investi- 
gation which has been condu by the criminal court at 
Valparaiso. Itis reported undfficially that the ipvestiga- 
tion is about completed, and it is expected that the result 
will soon be communicated to this Government, together 
with some adequate and satisfactory response to the note 
by which the attention of Chili was called to this incident, 
If these just expectations should be disappointed, or tur- 
ther neediess delay intervene, I will, by a special message, 
bring this matter tothe attention of Congress for 
such action as may ——226 Tbe entire correspond- 
ence with the Government of Chili will, at an early day, be 
submitted to Congress. 

We may have to add China to our list of foreign 
complications, and perhays Russia, if the Czar does 
not take kindly to the American President’s admo- 
nitions on the subject of the extradition of the 
Hebrews. 

The President recommends the Nicaragua Canal 
tothe favor of Congress, and proposes that the 
Government should loan its credit to the company 
and obtain control of the canal. This is a wise rec 
ommendaticn. 

Our imports during the year were, in spite of the 
McKinley bill, the largest of any year in the bistory 
of tbe United States. representing the enormous ag- 
gregate of $1,747,806,406. There wae an increase in 
the amount of merchandise imported free of duty 
from a percentage of 34 27 of the whole, to 48.18 per 
cent. of the whole. the amount of the increase being 
$118, 092,387.

The report of the Secretary of War exhibits the 
results of an intelligent, progressive and business 
like administration of a department which has been 
to much regarded as one of mere routine. 

Some especially good work has been accomplished 
in reducing desertions, enlisting Indians, etc. The 
discipline, order, and cleanline:s of the military 
posts will have a wholesome and elevating influence 
upon the men enlisted, and through them upon 
their tribes, while a more friendly feeling for the 
whites and a greater res: for the Government 
will certainly be promoted. 

The work of securing sites for shore batteries or 
barbor defence and the manufacture of mortars and 
guns of high power to equip them, have made good 
progress during the year. 

The great work done in the Record and Pension 
Division of tne War Department by Major Aizcs- 
worth, of the Medical Corpe, and the clerks under 
him, is entitled to honorahle mention. Taking up 
tne work with nearly 41,000 cases behind, he closed 
the last fiscal year without a case left over, though 
the new cases had increased 52 per cent in number 
over the previous year by reason of the pension 
legislation of the last Congress.

CoLongt Josspn S. Conran, 2ist U.S. Infantry, 
died at Fort Randall, 8. D., Dec. 4, whileabsent from 
Fort Sidney on a tour of inspection of the companies 
of his regiment. He took cold on the journey, pneu- 
monia resulted and death followed. The deceased 
officer had an excellent record. He was born in New 
York, entered the Military Academy in 1853, was 
graduated in July, 1857, and promoted to the 4th [n- 
fantry. Soon afterwards he went to the 2d [nfan- 
try, and in November, 1861, was promoted captain. 
In 1862 he was appoiated A. A. D.C. with rank of 
lieut t-colonel and held that position until Jan- 
uary, 1864. For his gallantry at‘the Wilderness, 
North Anna River and campaign under Gen. Han- 
cock in 1864 he received the brevets of major, lieu- 
tenant-colonel and colonel. From 1871 to 1874 be 
was on duty at the Military Academy as senior as- 
sistant instructor in infantry tactics. He was pro- 
moted major, 17th Infantry, in 1879; lieut.-colonel, 
22d Infantry, in 1884, and colonel, 2st Infartry, in 
February of this «ar. This is but a brief record of 
over 34 years of honorable service on the active list, 
and the death of this worthy officer will be deeply 
regretted by many in and outof the Army. Gen, 
Brooke, commanding Department Platte, in an- 
nouncing the death ip a General Order says: “ He 
joined the 2ist Infantry at Fort Sidney, Neb., on 
April 6, 1891, and bas been on duty with the regiment 
since that time.

Owing to the inability of the Democrats to nom- 
inate a Speaker, the House did not ize until 
Tuesday, when the Hon. Charles F. of Ga., 
assumed the chair, baving been nomina on the 
previous evening aftera determined and exciting 
caucus, by a vote of 119, inst 105 cast for Mr. 
Mille, 4 for Mr. Springer and 1 for Mr. Stevens. As 
organized, the House consists of 235 Democrats, 88 
Republicarsand 8 Farmers’ Alliance. Of the total 
number, 382, only 172 served in the last Congress. 

Tbe Senate organized on Monday, the new Sena- 
tors being sworn in and the usual resolution adopted 
for the appointment of a committee to join with a 
committee from the House to wait upon and in- 
form the President that Congress had assembled and 
was ready for any communication he might desire 
to make. The President accordingly sent his an- 
nual message to the two Houseson Wednesday. The 
wheels of the National Legislature have thus been 
put in motion and, barring the appointment of the 
committees of the House by the Speaker, both 
branches are now ready for business. 

There are also some committee es to be 
made in the Senate, but a complete reorganization 
does not ensue except when the contro! of that 
body passes from one political party to another. 
They comprise only such changes 8s are made ne- 
cessary by the election of new Senators, or through 
the request of individual Senators for transfer from 
one committee to another. There are this year 12 
new Senators to be provided with committee assign - 
ments.

THE POST NON-COM. STAFF. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


lr seems at present improbable that any measure 
for the improvement of the condition of the post 
non-commissioned staff will be enacted by Congress, 
as no recommendations to that effect have been 
made by the War Department; therefore this ap- 
pears to bea good time to show cause why their 
pay, oto. is considered insufficient. No increase has 
beep made since the pay of ordnance sergeants has 
been established, although the purchasing power of 
money has steadi:l ecreased. Tableware and 
kitoben utensils are fast as much needed by them 
as by the enlisted men of the line, but no provision 
1s made for capplyng thesame. They are excluded 
from the benefits of the ba and canteen funds. 
While the law does not com them to get married, 
it has practically been found necessary, as other- 
wise they have no opportunity of getting their ra- 
tions properly cooked or their quarters looked after, 
Children are a natural uence, and often, in 
stead of constituting the pride and blessing of the 
bousehold, thev are considered an incumbrance on 
account of the expense of rearing and educating 


them. 

A prospective change of station is a constant and 
overshadowing threat, and often finds them uapre- 
pared, sweeps away the savings of sears, and winds 
up with a mortgage on future pay. While the bag- 
gage allowance of officers has m increased, that 
of the non-com. staff, the emaliest, has been left at 
the pitiful amount of 500 pounde, which would not 
move the belongings of a bachelor, and compels 
the married man to sacrifice part, and pay freight 
on the rest of his housebuld goods, 

An increase of the baggage allowance to 1,000 
pounds would not affect the appropriation for trans- 
portation to any great exten!, while it would be a 
substantial help to the non-com. staff. They should 
have a reasonable certainty of remaining at a post 
about five years, the term of an enlistment, unless 
the necessity fora change is imperative and obvi- 
ous. A sufficient su of tabieware and kitchen 
utensils should be furnished by the Q. M. Depart- 
ment, and the necessary tables, dieh closets, meat 
safe, refrigerator and barrack chairs should form 
part of every set of rs occupied by the non- 
com. staff, which articles should remain perman- 
ently. A money allowance should besubstituted for 
the ration as now issued. Four dollars per month 
should be added to their pay in lieu of clothing, 
and the privilege of purebasing from the Q M. De- 

t extended to the post non-com. staff. Pay- 
ments should be made on vouchers in the same 
manner es to veterinary surgeons; this would dis- 
pense with muster and pay rolls, clothing book and 
rolls, ration returns, etc., and merely necessitate the 
keeping of a descriptive book by the post adjutant, 
who would also attest depos‘ts, make up final state- 
ments, discharges and descriptive lists. The post re- 
turn and the mal reports would k the De- 
partments in Washington informed as to where- 
abouts, etc., of the pcst non-com. staff. It is be- 
lieved that none of the changes suggested would re- 
quire the sanction of 8°, nor affect appropri- 
ations to an appreciable extent, but their a a 
by the War Topartment would show that in the 
march of ——_ in the future the post non-com. 
staff would not be left entirely in the cold, as bh 
been the case during the last five years. T.C.

The Indiars mentioned 
as being in the hospital were two in tcumber. Both 
bad sprained ankles, the result of accidents; one ar 
old case. The Indians in the guardhouse—three in 
number: one was put ——— in September. 
The other two were pu ed ior jumping on to an- 
other Indian, There was no break made for arms or 
ammunition. 

Of course, with savages—as,.the enlisted Indians 
are, and must be for some time tocome—such things 
as contained in the report are possible-—-perhaps 
probable—but it wonld be well in news gatherers to 
wait until irregularities occur and not make lies out 
— cloth, to subserve the purposes of senea- 

palism.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETA RY OF THE NAVY. 


THE annual report of the Secretary of the Navy 
is an able review for the benefit of Congress and the 
general public of facts to a large extent already 
known to them whose good fortune it is to read the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNaL. He dwells upon the pe- 
culiar advantages Protected Cruisers Nos. 12 and 13 
possess in their extraordjuary coal endurance and 
their speed of 22 knots maximum and 21 sustained 
sea speed. In these respects, he says, they have po 
egual among the large cruisers of the world and 
they can cruise along distance without recoaling. 
Their armor protection against light guns and their 
batteries make them formidable antagonists. Their 
triple screw propulsion, one of their most import- 
ant and original features, 1s at once effective for 
high speed and economical for ordinary service. 
The arrangement of the screws, tending to secure 
constant immersion in the water, is calculated to 
prevent racing. 

The reasons for giving the contract for Cruiser 
No. 13 to the Messrs. Cramp are stated at length. 

The Harbor Defence Ram ef 2,050 tons has been 
improved in berthing copeeny sae coal endurance 
by increasing its length eight feet. A solid steel 
casting for the stem has replaced the ram with re- 
movable h and increa: its value for rammiug.

The remarks of the Secretary on armor, ordnance, 
powder and high explosives, projectiles, torpedoes, 
Vesuvius trials, and ordnance establishments are 
substantially arepetition of the statement contained 
in the report of the Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance. 

An account is given of the operations during the 
year of the ships in commission and under its head- 
ing we have an account of the attack at Valparaiso 
upon the seamen of the Baltimore.

It ia clear that ibeir oni 
offence lay in wearing the uniform of the country to whic 
they belonged. the attacks upon the seamen of 
the Baltimore were precovcerted or not, real cause can 
only be tound in the bitter hostility of the Chilians towards 
the Unitea States—a feeli: largely due to the false and 
malicious accusations which have been put forth at lquique 
and later at Valparaiso in reference to the actioa of the 
Navy of the United States during the progress of the revo- 
lution. It is due to the Navy to state that so far from hav- 
ing given cause for such a feeling, its conduct, under the in- 
structions of the Department, hasin every respect been fair, 
just, and temperate. 

The instructious to Admiral Brown are quoted 
and we are told thet there is no doubt that the in- 
structions of the rtment were carried out to 
the letter. In these instructions the implied assump- 
tion by the Chilian Government that the insurgent 
vessels should be regarded as outlaws was repudi- 
ated.

practically a pew branch of manufacture, the stu 

dous character of the resuits accomplished may 
Be appreciated. For the mechanical work actually 
done, the figures are reasonable; while the moral 
result, which bas been to raise this country from a 
position of absolute defencelessness to that of a re- 
spectable paval power, bas been out of a)! propor- 
tion to the annual charge upon the revenues. No 
other expenditure of the Government, of equal 
amount, during the period bas been more produc- 
tive of benefit than that which has been devoted to 
the construction of an American Navy, out of 
American materials, and by American labor.” 

The total estimate for the Navy, includiog both 
rupvnive expenses and ‘‘ increase of the Navy,” 1s 
$27,194.639.80, as against the appropriation of $32,526,- 
145.78 of last year, being an aggregate reduction in 
current estimates below the last year’s appropria- 
tion of $5,331,506.98. 

The Naval Observatory will soon be transferred 
to its new site, upon the completion of its building, 
It will have one of the most admirably equipped 
observatories in the world, and legislation is asked 
to secure for it the ablest and most accomplished 
astronomer who cap be found for the position of 
Superintendent. 

he Department again refers to its recommenda- 
tion, made for two successive years, in favor of 
legislation consolidating the Revenue Marine Ser- 
vice with the Navy.

The outcome of the first match on Nov. 28, at the 
armory of the 22d Regiment, was as follows:

Twelve messages were sent by each corps, of 78 let- 
tere, making 1872 letters sent and received, with 
only six errors each, or an average of 62-100 
of 1 per cent. error. This has probably never been 
excelled by any other body of signalmen in the Na- 
tional Guard or the Regular Army. The winning 
os the match seems of leas consequence than the fact 
that both sides showed so great proficiency. The 
following members made 100 per cent. in reading in 
the second competition: 2d Brigade.—Corpl. Bald- 
win and Privates Merrian, Hallam, Blackburn and 
Hotchkiss. lat Brigade-—Capt. Gallup and Privates
